fellow worker. Later through various Universities and the 
American Electro-Chemical Society, he recognized that ‘plating 
was more than a series of pet and secret formulae, that yielded 
results under his skillful manipulations, and that a real science and 
technical knowledge was the background of his knowledge. 

With the advent of the U. S. Bureau of Standards taking an 
interest in the electro-deposition of metals, and ready to give 
an assisting hand, the plater, and the manufacturer also, realized 
that a certain knowledge had to be acquired to overcome the 
hit and miss methods of plating practices. The result was a 
scramble to obtain a chemical knowledge and background. 

In the development of the plating industry to its present status 
of potential possibilities, we must not forget to mention the manu- 
facturers of plating equipment, and chemical and lacquer supply 
companies. Through the engineering and research laboratories 
of these companies, new developments were passed on to the 
Electroplating Industry. 

There is no doubt that today we find the Electroplater less 
worried insofar as chemical knowledge and practical application 
is concerned. He is in a position to either control his solution 
by chemical analysis, or his employer has hired a chemist for 
him. And thus he has been able to maintain more uniform opera- 
ting conditions. | 

But, the electroplating department, stands today notwith- 
standing the above mentioned progress, the least appreciated of 
all departments in a manufacturing establishment. In most 
plants, the electroplating department is considered a necessary 
evil, rather than an asset. Why? Because it is claimed that 
the electroplater has been the least co-operative of all depart- 
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mental heads. While the plater was getting his chemical knowl- 
edge and experience, other departmental heads were going 
through readjustments of what is known as Scientific Manage- 
ment. 

An attempt to apply the same principles to increase production, 
improve quality, reduce costs, that were successful in other de- 
partments of a manufacturing plant have met and still today 
meet opposition from the plater. 

Making solutions, keeping them operating with or without 
chemical control is not what the plater is hired for. He is hired 
to produce work, at a price to meet competition. Therefore the 
plater to gain the recognition, that he desires must look, and act 
further. He must become a Manager, through the application of 
simple, common sense principles that have been given the name 
of Scientific Management. And these simple principles he is 
well capable of initiating and applying, if he places himself in the 
proper mental attitude. 

About the time that the plater started to be interested in the 
chemistry underlying electroplating, the manufacturer came to 
the realization that men in executive positions, as well as the 
individual operators had little knowledge of how best to perform 
operations, and what conditions and circumstances were the 
best to execute any particular operation. Business men were 
amazed at the amount of work that was performed by guess 
work, or past practice, without any sound reason for its being 
done in that manner. In addition, they were astonished at the 
amount of waste, spoiled work, and un-scientific methods with 
which operations were performed. 

They realized the necessity of ascertaining the best method of 
performing the job, and its underlying factors. They proceeded 
to correct these failings. 

It is entirely possible that the interest of the electroplater in the 
science behind his work, may have been tied in with this move- 
ment. 

Therefore what is Scientific Management, and what should 
the plater do to align himself with it? 

Every business or part of a business such as electroplating has 
for its purpose to make something and sell it for more than it 
cost, the difference between the cost and the selling price being 
the profit. However, increased competition in all business has 
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cut the margin of profit. One of the first to recognize the necessity 
of detail and intimate study of ‘‘how to work’”’ was F. W. Taylor. 
Taylor laid down the laws of Scientific Management, which have 
been interpreted in various ways by many of his associates. 

Scientific Management is a method of governing or operating 
a business or a department in accordance with known information 
available to all, instead of relying upon rule of thumb methods, 
individual opinions, or decisions made according to personal 
prejudices. 

Methods of performing work are carefully analyzed to elimi- 
nate useless efforts and make every movement count. When a 
better method is evolved it is utilized. 

Scientific Management separates the mental work or the 
knowledge and practical experience related to any particular oc- 
cupation, from the actual production or performance of the labor, 
and takes the former entirely out of the hands of the workman. 

Therefore our first law requires that means should be provided 
for utilizing all of the available knowledge concerning the work 
in hand. 


To meet the requirements of this law every plating room would 
have: 


. Process charts showing the sequence of plating oper- 
ations prominently posted, or in the hands of the oper- 
ators. 

. Tables showing racking or wiring data of parts to be 
plated. 

. Load charts posted at the plating tanks, showing the 
amount of the various racks per tank load. 

. Tables available showing current conditions and time 
cycles for the various loads. 

. Cards or charts available describing all plating processes, 
finishes, etc.—stating definitely the surface condition or 
last previous operation before plating operations. 

. Tables showing square foot area of the various articles 
to be plated. 

. Tables showing plating thicknesses per square foot at 
various current densities, for different time elements. 

. Production record kept at each production center or 
unit. 


The next law in the proper management of a plating depart- 
ment, deals with the selection of the operating help. Today 
due to labor conditions, and various other obligations placed on 
manufacturers, the hiring of help is seldom done by the plater. 
More often the help is hired by a Personnel Manager, who is 
specially informed as to the many laws pertaining to and govern-

ing labor, and who is given more details as to the manufacturer’s 
labor policies. This does not necessarily mean that the plater 
always recieves the best help. 

The hiring of proper operators is of the utmost importance. 
Efficiency places particular stress upon human ability and 
effort, and one of the most difficult problems ccnfronting the 
plater is to obtain operators sufficiently intelligent and inter- 
ested to perform their tasks as instructed and directed. Other- 
wise, they should have no place in a plating room. 

Having selected the proper help for the plating room, the third 
law requires that they be properly trained and developed. 

The usual method of placing a worker to his tasks in a plating 
room, is to either give him to some older employee to break in, 
or the foreman shows him what to do with little or no explanation. 

To properly place an employee to work in the plating depart- 
ment, there should be given to each an instruction card describ- 
ing his duties. To each employee, be he racker, dipper, or plater, 
there should be given a written description of his work, and 
responsibilities, together with a general list of precautions, that 
he should be watchful of. 

Just how far this training and development will go is entirely 
dependent upon che conditions of the job. It may require, because 
of the limitations of the job, performing a series of operations. 
On the other hand, the job may better be broken down, into two 
or even three steps. 

The training and development of the worker would also 
include thru daily contact the issuing of proper instructions, 
seeing that they are thoroughly understood, and unquestionably 
followed. 

Telling or teaching the operator how to work is one of the 
main functions of a foreman, and this is true of the plating room 
more than of any other department in a manufacturing plant. 
Plating is interesting work, and the plater that gives an explan- 
ation to an operator has taken a worry off his mind, because 
in doing so his operators will be encouraged to come to him, 
when they are in any difficulty, instead of trying to wiggle out of 
it themselves without asking for assistance. 

Requiring that instructions be unquestionably followed does 
not mean that operators should not be encouraged to make sug- 
gestions. It means that instructions given be followed as to 
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methods of performing the work, and that operators do not try 
out any ideas of their own without obtaining approval. 

The fourth law requires that a satisfactory payment of wages 
be established based on quantity and quality. This involves an 
analysis of each type of plating job to determine the proper 
time for accomplishment, and that the highest payment is 
received for the more skilful or exacting requirements, and the 
attainment of the standards. 

When a satisfactory wage payment is mentioned or taken 
under consideration, it means other than a flat hourly or weekly 
rate, because experience has proven that these do not bring out 
the best efforts of the worker, nor do they encourage the more 
ambitious. A satisfactory wage payment plan starts off with 
measuring human effort, and accomplishment, and then places 
an incentive to maintain that effort and accomplishment. 

There are but two methods of wage incentive plans, namely 
individual or group. Individual payments are applied to oper- 
ations that are self contained, or those in which the operator 
performing them is dependent upon no one but himself. Group 
payments are made or applied when a major operation is de- 
pendent upon a series of minor operations involving more than 
one operator. 

While many types of wage incentive plans have been tried 
out, the trend has been to narrow down to one of two types. 
The one is based on a flat money rate per unit of production, 
and the other on standard production per hour, based on fixed 
rates per hour, the rates being fixed at percentages below and 
above the standard hourly production. For many reasons man- 
agement favors the latter. 

The installation of a wage payment plan in a plating room 
most generally brings out the necessity of many changes among 
which may be mentioned: 

1. Rearranging the layout of the plating tanks. 


2. Changing the cycles and sequence of handling, cleaning 
and plating operations. 


3. Redesigning of plating racks to handle the required 
production. 


The advantages of a wage payment plan are that: 


1. It relieves the foreman of seeing that operators work and 
not loaf. He thus has more time to plan and lay out the 
jobs that the central production department needs for 
other departments. 
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2. Keeps plating costs uniform, because any decrease in 
available volume becomes immediately apparent, and 
the foreman can take steps to reduce his working force. 


Manufacturers contend that their plating rooms have not 
progressed to the same extent as the other departments of the 
factory. 

For this reason, management states that the scheduling of 
parts thru a plating room are impossible, and that parts are not 
received when they are wanted. This additionally brings forth 
the statement that the plater with all his chemical knowledge 
has organized the details of his daily work so poorly, that he is 
compelled to spend too much time checking his operators and 
operations, that he does not have time to plan the work to be 
done, and to fully co-operate with the rest of the factory. 

At the Branch meetings of this society, the topics most fre- 
quently raised for discussion pertain entirely to plating solu- 
tions, and difficulties encountered in their operation. Seldom are 
the problems pertaining to production, quality, and costs brought 
up. The idea seems to exist, that if the solutions are working 
right, these others will take care of themselves. Many examples 
that such is not the case could be given, but one will be sufficient. 

There was published in a recent issue of one of the trade 
magazines, a survey of a plating room study, wherein production 
records showed that 150 gross per day could be produced by six 
men, when sufficient work was ahead of the department. But 
when the amount of available work was low, as little as 80 gross 
would be turned out by the same six men. 


Although one instance of the successful solution of a problem 
helps more than a dozen theories, this paper by necessity had to 
be confined to merely outlining a desirable development and 
improvement in plating departments. Extensive examples and 
illustrations would have been impossible, as the principles must 
be applied and developed to meet conditions of individual manu- 
facturing establishments. 

Scientific management cannot be put on like a suit of clothes. 
To be introduced successfully all surrounding conditions must 
be favorable. Also it is not without limitations, but where there 
is a willingness to give it a break, permanent advantages can 
be gained by management, the foremen, and labor. 
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Determination of Drag-Out Loss 


URING a recent series of 
iD tests on metal cleaning 

procedures it was desir- 
able to know the amount of solu- 
tion lost through drag out. 

Most metal cleaning solutions, 
after a period of use, become rather complex mixtures of various 
sodium salts, emulsions and dirt. They are further complicated 
by daily additions of hard water required to replace that lost 
by drag out and evaporation. 

A method for accomplishing this task in a practical yet suffi- 
ciently accurate manner was not readily apparent. 

A suggested method was to keep a record of all sodium salts 
added and to make a determination of the total sodium content 
of the bath at the beginning and the end of the test period. 

The loss in sodium content would then be charged directly to 
the drag out loss. 

This method appears to be practical since the sodium ion should 
remain unchanged throughout the life of the bath. However, in 
actual practice it proved unsatisfactory due to the difficulty 
involved in making a sodium determination with the available 
facilities. 

The addition of an inactive ingredient which could be deter- 
mined at the beginning and the end of the test period, likewise 
proved unsatisfactory on account of the difficulty of finding a 
satisfactory inert material which would meet the requirements. 

Finally, a method was worked out which takes advantage of the 
fact that at a given temperature, the evaporation loss in two 
tanks is proportional to their surface area, providing, of course, 
that all other conditions such as heating arrangements, exhaust 
facilities, etc., are reasonably identical. 

In this case the tests were conducted on the soak cleaner and 
the electric cleaner on automatic plating machines. In each case 
the tanks were immediately adjacent to each other and were 
heated by steam coils hung on the sides of the tanks. 

The fumes were exhausted from hoods which entirely surround- 
ed and covered the tanks. All tanks were equipped with auto- 
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matic temperature regulating devices which maintained a 
temperature of 200 degrees within 1 or 2 degrees, plus or minus. 

Work was transferred directly from the loading station into 
the soak tank in a dry state. 

It will be apparent that the loss in volume of solution from the 
soak tank in such an arrangement will be from two sources. 
First, from drag out, and second, from evaporation. 

Now if the same racks are transferred wet with the soak 
cleaner into the electric cleaner, it is further apparent that there 
will be no drag-out loss in the electric cleaner since the drag-in 
will equal and compensate for the drag-out. Hence, the only loss 
in volume of the electric cleaner will be that occasioned by 
evaporation. By placing a water meter or suitable measuring 
device on each tank, a record of the total amount of water used 
over a period is easily secured. 

Now with all conditions, including the makeup and concen- 
tration, of the cleaning baths being the same, or reasonably the 
same, we may assume that the total loss in volume of the electric 
cleaner is evaporation loss. By dividing the total number of 
gallons of water used in the electric cleaner during the test period 
by the surface area of the bath, we have the amount of evapora- 
tion loss per unit area. 

By multiplying the surface area of the soak bath by this 
figure we arrive at the equivalent evaporation loss in the soak 
bath. 

The difference between this equivalent evaporation loss and the 
amount of water actually used in the soak bath during the tests 
period is the amount of solution lost through drag-out. 

It is readily apparent that the volume of the solution in such 
a test has no relation to the drag out since a given number of 
racks going through a tank will carry out the same quantity of 
solution regardless of its volume. 

In this series of tests both cleaning solutions were made up 
identical in composition and maintained by chemical analysis 
for each component of the bath. The results were satisfactory. 
Two test runs are shown below. 


TEST No. 1 
Duration of test—9 days (9 working hours per day). 
Type of work—Steel stampings ranging in area from .5 to 5.0 sq. ft. Some 
parts cupped enough to carry over appreciable quantities of solution. 
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Transfer time—13.5 seconds. 

Area of surface of soak cleaner—33 sq. ft. 

Area of surface of electric cleaner—464 sq. ft. 

Water added to soak tank—1210 gals. 

Water added to electric cleaner tank—1610 gals. 

Loss in volume of electric cleaner per sq. ft. of surface (evaporation) 


— = 25.15 gals. 
64 
25.15 x 33 = 830 gals——equivalent evaporation loss in soak tank. 
1210-830 = 380 gals. drag-out loss in 9 days or 42.2 gals. per day. 


TEST No. 2 
Duration of test—15 days (9 working hours per day). 
Type of work—Punch press and screw machine parts racked on insulated 
ladder type racks. 
Transfer time—16 seconds. 
Area of surface of soak cleaner—34 sq. ft. 
Area of surface of electric cleaner—72 sq. ft. 
Water added to soak cleaner—2360 gals. 
Water added to electric cleaner—4150 gals. 


Loss in volume of electric cleaner per sq. ft. of surface (evaporation) 
150 
—— = 57.6 gals. 
72 


57.6 x 34 = 1960 gals., equivalent evaporation in soak tank. 
2360 — 1960 = 400 gals., drag-out loss in 15 days or 26.7 gals. per day. 


These results are readily translated into cost per piece or per 
square foot operated. 


Since these two tests were both made on nickel plating ma- 
chines, we may assume that the drag out loss of nickel plating 
solution would approximate fairly closely the drag out loss of the 
cleaning solution. 

In the case of cleaning solutions at a few cents a gallon, the 
drag out loss may not reach appreciable figures as far as dollars 
and cents are concerned. However, in the case of plating solu- 
tions, such as tin, cadmium and chromium, the drag out loss may 
reach considerable proportions and may present a considerable 
challenge to the ingenuity of the plater, for although drag out 
losses must be to some extent considered necessary evils, it is 
possible by careful attention to racks and racking, sufficient 
draining time and in some cases little tricks in manipulation such 
as a very fine spray rinse as the racks are being raised from the 
solution, to hold the loss to a satisfactory minimum. 

This method of checking drag out losses could not be con- 
sidered as having extreme accuracy. However, it does provide a 
simple and satisfactory method for earmarking such losses close 
enough to provide the incentive to do something about it. 
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A NEW RAPID STRIPPING SOLUTION FOR TIN COATINGS

The stripping of electroplated tin deposits has long been one of the head- 
aches of the plating room. The conventional methods involve either stripping 
by reverse current in alkaline baths, or by chemical solution in hot hydro- 
chloric acid. Modified sulfuric-nitric acid bright dips also will dissolve tin. 
However, with the exception of reverse current method, these strips tend to 
etch and pit the basis metal. The chief disadvantage, however, is the long 
time necessary to strip even average thickness of tin deposits. 


Recently, during a search for a standard stripping solution for a thickness 
test on tin coatings, the writers found a very rapid stripping solution for electro- 
tin. It will strip .0005” average tin coating in 10 to 30 seconds, leaving a very 
fine surface. The strip is so rapid that there is very little attack on the base 
metal; thus avoiding objectionable chewing or pitting of base metal. 

The mechanism of the stripping action is rather unusual, being apparently 
somewhat complicated in its action. The solution used is as follows: 


1. Ferric Chloride — 10 to 14 oz./gal. 
2. Acetic Acid (Commer¢ial 56%) — 40 to 60 fl. oz./gal. 
3. Copper Sulfate — 18 to 21 oz./gal. 


The exact concentration of any of the above ingredients is not critical, as 
they all have been varied over a fairly wide range. In fact, the solution had 
been diluted with an equal volume of water and still was a fairly good strip. 

However, all three ingredients must be present to give proper action in 
stripping. Tests were run leaving out, in turn, one of the three ingredients at 
a time and using the other two. None of these solutions operated as a strip, 
the action being so slow as to be almost worthless. 


As near as could be determined by test, the mechanism of the stripping action 
is as follows: First, the copper deposits out by immersion and tin goes in 
solution, and then the ferric chloride and acetic acid dissolves the copper, 
thus exposing more tin and allowing action to continue. The attack, when 
solution is right, is extremely rapid and will strip a half-thousandth of tin in 
10 to 30 seconds. After a time the strip slows down in its action and the color 
changes from brown to green. This indicates a reduction of ferric chloride to 
ferrous chloride which no longer is effective in dissolving copper. By adding 
5 to 10 cc. of hydrogen peroxide per gallon, the iron is oxidized back to the 
ferric state where it again can become effective in dissolving copper. Too much 
peroxide should not be added as it may result in undue attack on base metal. 
The addition of peroxide to a new dip will result in greater activity in stripping 
when very heavy deposits are to be dealt with. 


The life of the strip is still not fully investigated, but we have regenerated 
experimental dips by the addition of peroxide, after apparent exhaustion, as 
often as four or five times, with little change in rate of stripping. 

While the strip is primarily adapted for brass, bronze, and copper, tin coat- 
ings on steel may also be stripped. However, care must be taken to avoid 
leaving piece in too long, as some etching may occur. The change in color from 
reddish-grey to red usually indicates that the steel is exposed. There is left 
on the steel a deposit of copper by immersion which may be flashed off in 
cyanide solution. 


As the strip is not particularly expensive and may easily be regenerated, it 
is hoped that it will fill a real need in the plating industry. Due to press of 
other duties, only little quantitative data was obtained as yet, merely enough 
data to operate strip in the shop. The writers hope to submit further data in 
a later paper. Comments and suggestions are invited.

LEROY H. BEAVER 


Started study of Barrel Finishing of metal products in 1903 contemporaneous 
with George E. Abbott and Albert Pott. Made complete study of operation 
of Edmund’s barrel, first imported from England in 1903. Learned much of 
earlier barrel finishing procedure in conferences with Mr. Edward Ashley of 
Scoville Mfg. Co., covering methods used in the Naugatuck Valley in Con- 
necticut, where barrel finishing gained its first popularity in the United States. 


Joined Tahara Company of America in 1913 on the first introduction of 
Silver Burnishing Barrels in the food service field in the United States, work- 
ing under George Gottlob Rups, a Swiss engineer and an outstanding European 
authority on the subject, who worked with Jean Uebersax in the development 
of what is known as the Uebersax Process or more commonly in the United 
States as The Tahara Silver Burnishing Machine. Assisted in the development 
sale and installation of over $465,000.00 of this equipment in the hotel and 
restaurant fields up to April 1905. 


Joined Atlas Ball Company in May, 1905, as Assistant General Manager, 
under Thomas J. Heller, and inheriting from him much knowledge he pre- 
viously gained in steel ball production through his years of association with 
Standard Roller Bearing Company. 


November, 1921, joined Hoover Steel Ball Company as General Eastern 
Representative working under H. D. Runciman, remaining in this connection 
until 1929. Established his own business in 1930 by developing and marketing 
the first open end silver burnishing machine on the American market. Built 
and marketed over 200 of these machines to 1933, then went flat broke in the 
depression. 


Originated Burnishing Pebs in 1922, followed by Diagonals, Balcones and 
Finbals in 1927 and Diamonstels in 1929 followed by Ovalbals in 1938. 
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Developed and introduced curd type burnishing soaps in the industrial 
field. Developed first line of dry form burnishing soaps containing modern 
wetting agents and mediums to provide for the dispersal and prevention of the 
formation of insoluble lime soaps. 


Insists that the whole thing started as a hobby then grew into an obsession 
because he tried to.burnish everything imaginable in the way of metal products 
in silver burnishing barrels—saw possibilities in the process—determined to 
make it his career and has stuck with it continuously for twenty-nine years. 
Prides himself that all of his work down through the years has been original 
personal research conducted at his own personal expense and without con- 
tributions of any kind from any maker of either burnishing barrels or burnish- 
ing materials and that he is under no obligation to anyone in these fields and 
can express himself fully and freely and without reservations of any kind, 
Says if barrel finishing operations were properly understood there would not 
be a plating department in the country without its proper barrel equipment. 


Has the very modest ambition to become eventually the best informed 
person on the subject in the world. Has two sons both in training to take 
up the work where he leaves off.

FREDERICK FULFORTH. 
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SOFT, SEMI-BRIGHT NICKEL ELECTROPLATES 


A new soft, semi-bright nickel alloy electroplate is now being produced 
commercially by a process of the Hanson-Van Winkle-Munning Company of 
Matawan, N. J., manufacturers of electroplating equipment and supplies. 
This process was developed to supply a need which has not been fully met by 
either the bright nickels heretofore available or by the conventional grey 
nickel deposits. 

Bright nickel deposits as generally known are inclined to be somewhat hard. 
They are widely used because of the savings which they effect by the elimin- 
ination of most, and in many cases, all of the buffing on the deposited metal, 
although a part of this saving is lost in the additional buffing and coloring 
necessary on the basis metal. In those cases where it is advisable to touch up 
the deposited nickel, difficulty is often encountered by reason of the hardness 
of the deposit. 

Properties of the Coating 

The new soft coating described below is nearly as bright as the typical 
bright nickels; at the same time it flows under pressure on a buff much more 
easily than either the standard grey nickel or bright nickel. Only the lightest 
“fanning off’ on a loose, medium-speed buff is required to give the deposit 
a fine deep lustre. The light pressure on the wheel eliminates the danger of 
cutting through the deposit on corners and projections. The deposit is extreme- 
ly ductile, and will stand mechanical forming operations without flaking or 
peeling, having excellent adherence, even when deposited directly on iron or 
steel. 

Under properly controlled conditions, this deposit on buffed copper or brass 
may be lustrous enough to go directly into the chromium tank without buffing, 
but average practice calls for heavy deposits at high current densities followed 
by a light coloring operation before chromium plating. 

The salt spray resistance of the deposit is excellent, and it will take chromium 
plate nicely without extra treatments. 


Operation of the Bath 

The electrolyte used is an adaptation of the Weisberg and Stoddard cobalt- 
nickel solution, made by the removal of the sodium salts, a reduction in the 
ammonium salt content of the solution, and lowering the cobalt content of the 
anode. The nickel anodes are of the cast carbon type, containing a small per- 
centage of cobalt. The solution operates between 2 and 4 pH, at temperatures 
between 140° F. and 180° F. Brightness of deposit is increased by using 
higher temperatures with lower pH values. The maximum brightness is ob- 
tained by agitation, by air or mechanically. However, for heavy deposits on 
steel, where a slightly grey color is not objectionable, agitation is not indis- 
pensible. The throwing power of the solution is best at the higher pH levels. 

Current densities as high as 75 and even 85 amperes per sq. ft. can be 
employed by the use of proper racks and sufficient agitation. Brighter de- 
posits are obtained at the higher current densities. 

Constant filtration is very important. The solution must be kept free of 
even small amounts of impurities like lead, copper, zinc or iron, although 
these impurities can be easily removed by plating out at low current density. 
Certain organics are also objectionable but they can be removed by treatment 
with hydrogen peroxide and filtration through activated carbon. 

This solution uses no wetting agents and is consequently free from the 
disadvantage of susceptibility to contamination by oils and greases which 
are dispersed throughout the ordinary bath by the wetting agents. 


Savings Effected 


Savings are realized by the reduction in buffing labor and the buffs and 
compositions consumed in coloring up the deposit. Many instances have also 
been reported in which fewer polishing operations are necessary before plating, 
still achieving the same lustre after nickel coloring. The cost of operating the 
solution is considerably less than that of bright nickel.

Sulphuric Acid, one gallon water 
makes a good bright dip, or a 1% sol- 
ution of Nitric Acid makes a satisfac- 
tory bright dip, however, each one gives 
a different color to the finished product. 
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Q. How much free cyanide should be 
carried in a Cadmiun; solution? 

A. After much discussion it was 
decided that 6 to 63 oz. of free cyanide 
gave good results in most cases.

Mr. Oplinger spoke for 80 minutes 
and answered many questions, stating 
known facts as he knew them, such as 
plating rough and pitted steel with 
heavy deposit and buffing the copper 
to a brightness instead of polishing 
the steel with emery. Mr. Oplinger 
gave a splendid talk and is one of the 
outstanding speakers the Toronto 
Branch has had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to. Thank you, Mr. Oplinger and 
come again. 

Q. Is there any member using cobalt 
anodes in Nickel Solution? 

A. None of the members were 
using them.

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that the International Nickel Co., was 
plating Electrolytic Nickel for the 
Canadian Mint at a desired thickness 
when they are stamped out for Can- 
adian five cent pieces.

Mr. R. A. Hoffman,, of the Dupont 
Co. spoke briefly on a new black finish, 
suitable for applying over zinc or 
cadmium. Questions and discussion 
brought out the following facts, re- 
garding this process: 

That it is a jet black glossy finish, 
adapted principally for decorative 
work. 

It is a hard, brittle nature and can 
be further protected by lacquering. 

When it is desired to apply this finish 
over other metals such as brass, copper 
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or steel, these parts should be cadmium 
or zinc plated first. 

This finish is especially adapted to 
builders hardware, electric fixtures, etc. 

It is non-metallic and is probably of 
a colloidal nature and has dielectric 
qualities. 

It plates at low current density, using 
insoluable anodes and has a rapid rate 
of deposit, ten minutes being sufficient 
to deposit 1/1000th of an inch. 

The throwing power is high. It strips 
readily in an alkaline electric cleaner. 

Lead or rubber lined tanks are used 
and a temperature of about 75 degrees 
C. is maintained. 

There being no further business, the 
meeting was adjourned at 9:30 p.m. 
and refreshments were served.

“Electroplating Methods of 1939”. 

The advances in cadmium, zinc and 
copper plating were described, and illus- 
trated by current efficiency data and 
plated samples. Thus it was shown 
that the cathode current efficiencies of 
zinc and copper cyanide solutions have 
been increased from about 25% at 
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25 A/SF in dilute baths to over 95% 
at 40-45 A/SF in modern, concentrated 
and properly balanced solutions. 

The “‘Cadalyte”, “Zin-O-Lyte’”’, and 
“DuPont High Speed Copper Plating”’ 
processes were then described in detail 
and the vital importance of controlling 
the ratio of metal to total or ‘Free’ 
cyanide was carefully explained. It is 
significant that in all these processes 
the ratios of total cyanide to metal are 
around 2.5 to 1 and it is this relation- 
ship which controls both the efficiency 
and the ability to produce pleasing, 
dense bright coatings. The basic need 
for careful chemical control of plating 
solutions again emphasized the value 
of our chemistry class to all our mem- 
bers. The methods used for addition 


agent control in the ‘‘Cadalyte” and 
“High Speed Copper Plating’ pro- 
cesses were now described and illustrat- 
ed in the latter case by making stalag- 


mometer tests. 


After numerous questions, the meet- 
ing adjourned at 10:45 p.m., with a 
rising vote of thanks to Mr. Hull.

QUESTION-BOX 
Detroit Branch of ‘‘ American Electro- 
platers’ Society’, May 5, 1939 

Q. What is the best known way of 
stripping hot dipped tin from steel with- 
out injuring the basis metal? (It is not 
necessary to recover the tin.) 

A. Inasmuch as the hot tin dipping 
of steel articles causes alloying between 
the tin and the steel, it is doubtful if 
the tin can be removed leaving the sur- 
face of the steel in its original condition. 
Making the articles anodic in a warm 
solution of caustic soda is probably the 
best method for stripping tin either hot 
dipped or electro-plated. 

Q. Have any of the members present 
had experience with chromium plating 
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of dies for forming plastics, and were the 
results satisfactory? 

A. One member had plated molds 
for buttons made from a casein plastic 
with excellent results. 

Another pointed out that one of the 
oldest applications of chromium elec- 
tro-deposits was the plating of dies for 
molding bakelite. 

Q. The following procedure is used in 
zinc barrel plating cold rolled steel parts: 
Soak clean; rinse; pickle in 3% nitric 
acid, cold; rinse; plate in standard 
cyanide zinc solution 20 min. (A pprox- 
imately .0002” of zinc ts obtained.) The 
next operation is to apply a gas torch to 
certain areas of the plated articles to tin 
them with solder. They are immediately 
dropped into cold water for quick cooling. 
The zinc deposit flakes off in the region 
that had been heated and solder applied. 
The spectfic question is, can this condi- 
tion be corrected through any change in 
plating procedure? 

A. A number of opinions were ex- 
pressed by the members present, none 
of which indicated that the plating 
procedure itself was at fault. One 
possible remedy for this problem is to 
use as low a temperature as possible 
when tinning the articles, and allow 
them to cool in the air if possible. 

Another opinion expressed was that 
the solder tends to wet the steel under 
the zinc deposit, thus causing the 
flaking. No remedy was suggested to 
overcome.-this phenomenon. 

A third comment was to the effect 
that most of the radio companies use 
cadmium rather than zinc for plating 
on steel which was to be subsequently 
soldered. The soldering of cadmium 
plated parts is much more satisfactory 
than the soldering of zinc plated parts.

The following questions were found 
in the question box: 

Q. What is used to regulate the pH 
in a cadmium solution? 

A. Caustic soda can be used to raise 
the pH, but a better method is to con- 
vert carbonates into hydroxide by the 
use of slaked lime or barium hydroxide. 
The pH may be lowered by cautiously 
adding sulphuric acid thru a_ tube 
extending almost to the bottom of the 
tank, or by simply adding bicarbonate, 
this of course will increase the car- 
bonates in the bath. 

Q. How can I strip chrome deposits 
from nickel plated brass without injuring 
the nickel surface? 

A. Sodium carbonate or sodium 
hydroxide 8 oz. per gallon with reverse 
current makes a satisfactory strip. 
Satisfactory stripping can also be 
accomplished by putting the work on 
the cathode rod in a regular sulphuric 
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acid strip using a piece of sheet lead 
for an anode. 

‘Q. Would like a formula for rochelle 
salt copper? What pH for best operation? 

A. Copper cyanide, 34 oz.; sodium 
cyanide 4 6/10 oz.; rochelle salt 4 oz.; 
sodium carbonate, 4 oz.; free cyanide 
about { oz. pH 12.6 temp. 140 to 
160 F. C. D. 20 to 600 amps. per sq. ft. 
volts 2 to 3. Anode area should be 2 
times cathode area. 

Q. I would like to know something 
about wetting agents—their costs and 
where to obtain. Also their advantages. 
Will manufacturers of wetting agents 
get in touch with the secretary of the Los 
Angeles Branch.

This is true, whether one buys a cheap car or the most expensive, they are 
subjected to the same inspection before its final acceptance by the Manufact- 
urers.

MINUTES OF A MEETING OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON 
EXPOSURE TESTS OF PLATED COATINGS ON 
NON-FERROUS METALS 


New York, May 12, 1939 


About twenty persons were present, including, from the Joint Committee: 
E. A. Anderson, B. H. McGar, W. A. Wesley, A. W. Tracy (for J. R. Freeman, 
Jr.), C. E. Heussner, C. H. Sample, W. Blum, chairman, and the following 
visitors: A. M. Austin, Wm. E. Baulieu, K. Bellinger, B. M. Crum, Jos. L. 
Downes, Wm. J. R. Kennedy, R. J. McKay, W. R. Meyer, E. V. Mott, C. F. 
Nixon, E. J. Roehl, H. B. Smith, Erwin Sohn, T. J. Wieczorek. 

The data summarized in the mimeographed reports of March 1 and May 1, 
1939, were discussed in detail, and a large number of conclusions were agreed 
upon. These will be incorporated in the report of the Joint Committee to the 
A.E.S. and A.S.T.M. in June. 

It was recommended that the full details of the exposure tests be published 
as a research paper of the National Bureau of Standards, copies of which 
may then be purchased by the A.E.S. Research Committee for distribution 
to the A.E.S. members and subscribers. A summary of the research and 
conclusions will then be published in the A.E.S. Review and in the A.S.T.M. 
Transactions. . 

There was an extended discussion of the essential features of specifications 
for plated coatings on non-ferrous metals, especially brass and zinc-base die- 
castings. It was agreed that the minimum thickness on significant surfaces 
should be specified, and that porosity tests should be included if they have 
been shown to be reliable and significant. It was not possible at this time to 
decide upon actual thickness values for the different classes of plating on 
non-ferrous metals. Such action was deferred till a later committee meeting. 
Before that time, suggestions will be solicited from various industries that 
might use such specifications.

Plating to Specifications, PART II. By DR. C. B. F. YOUNG. Product 
Finishing, April, 1939. Supplementray article to Part I containing tables for 
ampere minute data for thickness on gold and brass. Author discusses Fara- 
day’s Law. Actual efficiency of plating metal out of solution is usually less 
than 100% due to plating out hvdrogen or metallic impurities along with 
metal. Gives equations for anode and cathode efficiency. Tables on gold 
and brass should be very useful. Data also given showing fact that voltage 
has no direct bearing on thickness, except as it furnishes or ‘‘pushes through” 
a definite amperage. Discusses average efficiencies of common baths and 
effect of varying efficiencies on solutions. Useful device for shop control of 
thickness consists of “‘pilot’’ cathode run along with work and checked for 
current and area. PHIL J. RITZENTHALER. 


Barrel Finishing of Metal Products. By H. LEROY BEAVER. Product 
Finishing, April, 1939. Author reviews highlights of most common problems 
met with on recent trip. First, the water used in barrel work is very important 
and should be reduced to zero hardness or insoluble and will form on balls. 
With balls coated with lime soap curd, satisfactory burnishing cannot be 
done. One ounce of Trisodium phosphate per grain of hardness per 100 
gallons treated will give zero hardness. 

The second point was that hot water should be used for charging barrel and 
rinsing soap off finished work, as better rinsing is obtained. 

Third, do not fill barrel too full or soap will float and not be used within mass. 

Much emphasis also must be placed on cleaning. Author strongly repeats 
importance of thorough cleaning for proper burnishing. Sawdust tumble not 
recommended, as it is not thorough in cleaning out pores, etc. Correct clean- 
ing must reach down into pores and crevices, and best of alkaline cleaners is 
recommended. PHIL J. RITZENTHALER.

Plating on Aluminum. By WILLIAM J. TRAVERS. Trans. Electro- 
chemical Society (preprint 75-5), 1939. Adhesion of electrodeposits on alum- 
inum and aluminum alloys is secured by first anodizing 10 minutes in 4 
oz./gal. oxalic acid with 50 volts alternating current, c.d. less than 5 amps./sq. 
ft., temperature 60-70° F.; then dipping in 8 oz./gal. sodium cyanide 12-14 
minutes to an “end-point” determined by indicators and the appearance of 
the surface, which may then be nickel plated in any standard bath. Other 
metals may be plated over the nickel. In cleaning, silicates must be avoided.

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Plating Aluminum for Appearance and Wear. By R. F. YATES, 
Product Engineering. Vol. 9, Dec., 1938. A very firm adhering coat of nickel 
on aluminum is obtained by first anodizing the latter in oxalic acid, then 
modifying coating in a solution, so that articles can be plated in hot or cold 
or bright nickel bath. Abstractors personal experience with this process 
indicates a remarkable bond between Ni and Al, probably better than other 
available processes. By Ni plating, the soldering of aluminum becomes very 


simple. Articles can also be chrome plated. PHIL J. RITZENTHALER. 


Barrel Finishing of Metal Products. By H. LEROY BEAVER. Products 
Finishing, February, 1939. A paper well worth the study of anyone con- 
nected with barrel processing prior to plating. The necessary considerations 
and limitations of the process are clearly defined, as also are the advantages. 
Defects such as scratches and sub-surface porosity may be closed or obliterated 
by barrel finishing, and thus many otherwise defective parts may be salvaged. 

Emphasis is laid on the value of adequate care in preparation of work for 
barrel processing. Such care is well repaid by the subsequent results.

Preventing Oxidation and Tarnishing on Copper and Its Alloys. 
By G. J. THOMAS, B.Sc., Ph.D., and L. PRICE, M.A., Ph.D. The Metal 
Industry, London, England. Volume LIV, No. 6. February 10, 1939. This 
work undertaken by the authors was carried on at the Goldsmiths’ Metallurgy 
Laboratories of the University of Cambridge. It has been shown that metals 
only become resistant to further attack when covered with a film of high 
electrical resistivity, and alumina, beryllia and silica were recommended for 
this purpose. 

In order to obtain pure films of alumina, beryllia and silica upon the sur- 
faces of copper or silver, two methods have been developed. (1) An alloy 
containing a small amount of aluminum, beryllia or silica was heated in an 
atmosphere containing a small quantity of oxygen that only the baser ele- 
ments were oxidized. The atmosphere used for this purpose consisted of H2 
containing 0.1 mm. pressure of H2O vapor and was obtained by passing H2 
through a 4 per cent solution of H2SO4. (2) By cathodic treatment of silver 


in a solution of beryllium salt containing sufficient ammonia to bring the 
PH to 5.8. 


The tarnishing of copper can almost be eliminated completely by electro- 
lytic deposition of a film of beryllia upon the surface. 

A solution containing 3.4 gr./l. beryllium sulphate with sufficient NH4(OH) 
added to bring the pH to 5.8 on being made cathode with a current density 
of 160 micro/amps./CM for 8 minutes on sheet copper. A film of beryllia 


was deposited over the surface that prevented it from tarnishing when exposed 
to ammonia sulphide. 


By plating beryllia copper, the surface can also be made more resistant 
against oxidations. ROBERT B. GOODSELL.

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Urea Formaldehyde Finishes for Metal Products. By C. W. HAYNES. 
Products Finishing. February, 1939. A short but informative article describes 
the uses of urea formaldehyde finishes. These coatings are said to have re- 
markable resistance to abrasion, and also grease, perspiration and fruit acids 
etc. They can be produced in various colors, including white which resembles 
porcelain, and retain color and luster for a long time. 


Baking at 150°F. for half an hour produces a finish that is not brittle nor 
will it chip easily. Process is of interest to manufacturers of brass hardware, 
polished brass of all descriptions and novelties, etc. Both clear as well as 
colored finishes are available. c.

Electrodeposition of Silver-Lead Alloys for Bearings. By CHARLES 
L. FAUST and BEAUMONT THOMAS. Trans. Electrochem. Soc. (Pre- 
print 75-18) 1939. In applying silver-lead alloys to steel bearing backs, 
electrodeposition affords adhesion not obtained by casting. Deposits contain- 
ing 3 to 5% lead are obtained within rather wide limits of current density, tem- 
perature, and stirring, and over long periods of time, from a bath of: 


Potassium tartrate 47 grams/liter 

Potassium cyanide 22 " 

Potassium hydroxide 0.5 ” 

Silver cyanide 30 . 

Basic lead acetate + ig 
Current density, 5-14 amps./sq.ft.; temperature 70-75° F.; mild 
stirring essential. Silver anodes containing 3.8% lead. 


The tartrate stabilizes the lead in the bath. Vickers hardness of deposits 
varied with conditions from 25 to 200; heating one hour at 550°F. produced 
satisfactory ductility and toughness. Photomicrographs do not show the 
lead segregation characteristic of the cast alloy. Deposits 0.02” thick were 
made on airplane engine bearings for test. ERNEST H. LYONS, JR. 


Heavy Chromium Plating to a Given Thickness. By E. F. INGER- 
SOLL. Products Finishing, February, 1939. The factors affecting the depo- 
sition of hard chromium plate on steel tools, etc., are clearly described. Of 
great importance is the type of rack, and also the preparation of the work 
before plating. Careful measurement of surface areas to be plated is essential 
so as to get accurate control of current necessary. After thorough cleansing 
of parts those areas which are not required to be plated are stopped off with 
lacquer or otherwise insulated. The pickle used is Sulphuric Acid 50 degrees 
Be. Plating solution is Chromic Acid at strength of 250 grams per liter with 
sulphate ration 100 to 1. The current densities vary between two and three 
amperes per square inch. Above considerations are necessary to secure dense 
crystalline deposit. Temperature of bath should be between 113 and 131°F. 
A simple method for testing the plate for adherence is given. E. LACY.

BEAUTY OF NEW WRINKLE FINISHES STRESSED 
BY KLINKENSTEIN

the Milwaukee Branch of the American Electroplaters’ Society on the subject 
of ‘‘Making Wrinkle Finishes More Attractive’.

Waldstein Company, makers of industrial finishes, Newark, New Jersey, 
pointed out that until recently wrinkle finishes were obtainable only in dark 
and ‘‘dirty”’ colors, but new developments have removed this limitation. 


“Wrinkle finishes are now obtainable in all colors’, said Mr. Klinkenstein, 
“including pure white, brilliant light colors of all kinds, and soft pastel shades. 
These single-colored wrinkles are finding wide use in finishing products of many 
kinds, but, in addition, they can be made even more attractive by the addition 
of metal powders or by spraying over the base coat of wrinkle a second coat 
of lacquer enamel of any desired color’. 


These new finishes are applicable to surfaces of any kind, dry quickly out of 
dust, and bake at relatively low temperatures, the speaker said. They are 
of lower viscosity than the older type and, hence, spray easily and give fine, 
uniform patterns that can be varied over a wide range of textures at the will 
of the operator. One coat gives complete coverage on even rough metal 
surfaces. Because of these advantages, wrinkle finishes have become more 
popular than ever before, Mr. Klinkenstein stated.
